PRAGMATIC WAY TO HANDLE PROBLEM IS TO HAVE SERVICEMEN PAY LEGAL 
FEES AND FINES AND, IF NECESSARY, HAVE DAO OBTAIN PAY ADVANCE 
FOR THEM. SINCE UNLIKELY EMBASSY WOULD HAVE MORE THAN TWO OR THREE 
CASES PER YEAR, FORMAL OR INFORMAL APPROACH TO GOE NOT FELT TO BE 
WORTHWHILE. 
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
